A ride through 
the Western part of 


the city yesterday afternoon convinced 
us that the march of improvement has 
been great in that part of town during 
the past few months. 
A great many 


beautiful homes and neat cottages dot 
the high lands and 
many new build- 


ings are in course of construction. 
The 


amount ofstreet grading that has been 
done astouished 
us. 
Cuts and fillsmet 


our gaze at every turn. 
Streets have 


been opened 
in every 
direction, and 


one can now drive a buggy with ease 
throughout the hill portion of thecity. 
Mayor Beaudry has expended 
a great 


many 
thousand 
dollars 
in opening 


these 
thoroughfares. 
He has planted 


young cedar 
and eucalyptus 
trees on 


either side of many of the streets 
for 


miles. 
He has 
laid down a net-work 


of water pipes 
which extend from the 


reservoir for a mile and a half West- 
ward. 
Yesterday we saw 
on Fourth 


street 
near 
its intersection 
with La- 


fayette 
street 
a jet throwing water 


forty feet in the air. 
The new reser- 


voir is almost 
completed. 
It is an 


immense 
piece 
of work, capable 
of 


holding 
two 
million 
five 
hundred 


thousand 
gallons of water. 
There is 


now no question 
about 
an 
abundant 


supply 
of water 
on the 
hills. 
Mr. 


Bkaudry 
has built works 
that are 


capable of meeting every demand 
for 


water. 


San Francisco 
Democracy. 


The Democracy of San Francisco 
is 


not bo harmonious 
as reports 
a week 


since seemed to indicate. 
The old as- 


perities of the last election were seem- 
ingly smoothed away, but it was only 
seemingly, and the spirit of discord is 
again 
rampant. 
It is probable 
har- 


mony will be restored after a time and 
all go smoothly 
as 
an oil flow and as 


merrily as marriage bells. The trouble 
In San 
Francisco 
is not due 
so much 


to the turbulent 
disposition of the 


Democrats 
as it is to the efforts of cer- 


tain candidates 
to put up the prima- 


ries for themselves. 
These tricks are 


always discovered by other candidates, 
and then 
the trouble 
begins. 
If the 


leaders labored for the sole purpose 
of 


maintaining 
harmony 
and securing 


the election of honest, 
unpledged 
del- 


egates to the State 
Convention there 


would be no disputes 
or dissensions in 


the ranks. 
But harmony 
is not their 


primary object. 
They have their own 


irons in the fire, and they look more 
after them than they do the success 
of 


the party. 
There are now no less than 


five candidates 
for Governor laboring 


hard to secure for themselves 
a major- 


ity of the city's delegation to the State 
Convention. 
These are the gentlemen 


who are sowing the seeds of discord in 
the ranks, and 
so long as the Demo- 


crats of Sau Francisco permit this kind 
of manipulation in their primaries, 
just so long will there be splits, quar- 
rels and bickerings over and about the 
election of delegates. 


Irrigation. 


Some day not far in the future, the 


question of a State 
irrigation 
system 


will come up, and the proposition will 
be advocated 
and 
opposed 
in propor- 


tion as localities will be 
directly or 


indirectly 
benefited. 
The 
measure 


that proposes to tax all the property 
in a State for the benefit of only a 
portion of the people of that State, 
is 


certain to meet strong opposition, yet 
it is often the cade that such measures 
when carried 
into effect, work a re- 


duction of taxes from one 
end of the 


State to the other. 
We have no doubt 


but that 
a proposition 
to issue State 


bonds to the amount of twenty mil- 
lion dollars, to he used in turning the 
waters of the rivers out over the plains 
and 
valleys, 
would 
be strongly 
op- 


posed 
by the 
greater portion of the 


tax-payers residing 
outside of the lo- 


calities to be irrigated. 
But as the 


increase in our products 
and the addi- 


tion to our population 
would be very 


great through tbe irrigating facilities 
obtained by m utilization of the water, 
it is almost certain that even with the 
taxation 
necessary 
to pay the irriga- 


tion bonds, 
the average assessment 
on 


all would not exceed the present rate. 
Suppose 
that by expending twenty 


million dollars in turning 
the waters 


of the Sacramento, 
San Joaquin, Santa 


Ana and other rivers of 
our State 


over their respective 
valleys, 
we in- 


crease 
our product 
say one hundred 


million 
dollars 
per 
annum, 
and 


through 
the consequent 
increase 
in 


the urea of our agricultural lands add 
several hundred thousand to our popu- 
lation, 
would 
not 
the 
investment 


prove a good one ? We are inclined to 
believe it would. 
Nor would 
the 


tax 
necessary 
to pay the interest 


on these 
bonds and create 
a sinking 


fund for the tinal liquidation prove a 
burden, to those residing outside of tbe 


districts 
to be irrigated 
for the vast 


increase 
of our 
permanent 
wealth 


would reduce the rate of taxation even 
below the present 
figures. 
We 
are 


not at present prepared 
to advocate 


any 
particular 
system 
or plan 
for 


turning the waters of our great rivers 
iuto irrigating ditches, but we are con- 
fident that some 
general 
plan should 


be 
matured 
and carried 
out, and we 


are 
also confident 
that when 
this is 


done we shall convert millions of how 
unproductive 
land into farms 
from 


which the annual 
crop willbe as cer- 


tain and remunerative 
as those 
now 


gathered from corn lands of Los Ange- 
les 
Valley. 
We trust 
the 
interior 


press willbegin to discuss this subject 
of general 
irrigation. 
It U 
one of 


great importance to the future of our 
State. 


Railroad. 


The 
progress 
of the 
Construction 


Company 
on the Los Angeles ami In- 


dependence 
Road is far in advance of 


our anticipations. 
The wharf is now 


completed over four hundred feel and 
rapidly extending into the 
deep. 
A 


few 
days 
more will extend 
it into 


water of sufficient 
depth 
for large 


schooners 
to lay in safety 
at the end 


of it. 
About four miles of the road- 


bed 
has 
been 
graded 
and 
is 
now 


ready for the ties and iron. 
The grade 


is eighteen 
inches 
above the surface 


and sixteen feet wide and

as a floor. 
News from the Cajon tun- 


nel is equally satisfactory.

A. M. Jewell & Co. at a cost of $1,200, 
with hydrants 
every 
feet, are 
a 


prominent 
feature. 
The 370 feet 
of 


pipe leading into the ring is two inches 
in diameter and the ring pipe is one 
and one-fourth inches and this reduc- 
tion in diameter gives the necessary 
pressure to flood the track properly.
